1. Three police sergeants and sev- 
en patrolmen besides a special en- 
tertainment committee of 14 police, 
department employes made up the 
St. Louis police lobby which sought 
to obtain the passage of bills to in- 
crease St. Louis police salaries. To 
J. S. Tall of Kohoka was paid a fee 
of $1750 for aiding the police lobby, 
which raised a total fund of $5165. 
No member of this lobby registered 
in the “docket of legislative appear- 
ances” kept in the Secretary of 
State’s office as required by the anti- 

_ lobby law, nor was there filed, as 
the statute requires, a sworn state- 
ment of itemized expenditures. 

‘9. The names of 15 members of the 
Legislature who could testify in re- 
gard to the operations of the police 
lobby were furnished Prosecutor Lay, 
Assistant Attorney-General Higgs 
and members of the grand jury. To 
go into this matter, the jury con- 
tended, would entail a heavy expense, 
probably $1000, on Cole County. In 
view of Judge Sicte’s instructions 
not to incur expense by sending for 
witnesses living at a distance, the 
jury @id not feel justified in instt- 
tuting a comprehensive inquiry or 
ahy inquiry at all. 

8. The jury reached the conclusion 
that as the St. Louis police lobby 
concerned St. Louis alone, it would 
be tnadvisable to indict any of its 
members, who were. “technically” 
guilty of defying the anti-lobby stat- 
ute which imposes a maximum pen- 

_ alty of two years’ imprisonment. |

FIRE DESTROYS FREE 
BRIDGE’S ONLY RIVAL 


Entire Village of Fayetteville 
Turns Out to Fight Flames 
on U-eless Structure. 

The one rival for a certain kind of 
fame, which the municipal free bridgu 
o1 St. Louis had, was destroyed by fire 
Wednesday morning, leaving the free 
bridge alone in the field. 

This rival was the “St. Louis and 8t 
Libory” railroad bridge at Fayetteville. 
on the Okaw, 14 miles south of Belle- 
ville. Although the free bridge has 
claimed wide fame as “the bridge that 
can’t get ashore,” the Fayetteville 
bridge claimed distinction because it 
was a railroad bridge without a railroad 
and didn’t cross any water. 

The bridge was bullt several years ago 
by the late Edward L. Thomas, when 
he was promoting a railroad to be known 
as the St. Louis & St. Libory. The span 
was 400 feet long and cost $30,000. But 
the railroad never has been built up 
to it. 

It hugged the Okaw so closely that «t 
the county supervisors ordered part of 
it destroyed by dynamite. This was 
done, but in the meantime, the Okaw 
haé@ gotten tired of the delay and cut a 
new channel! for itself, 150 feet from the 
bridge. 

The bridge caught fire about 1 a. m., 
presumably from driftwood ignited by 


w hinter’s fire. .The entire village of 
Fayetteville turned out and the flames 
were checked at 2 a, m. 


$1,000,000 SHORT WEIGHT

The 
under weight coins were found by the 
committee from Washington, which is 
counting the money in the subtreasury 
preparatory to formally turning over 
the funds to Subtreasurer Vandiver, re- 
cently appointed by President Wilson. 

The gold was packed in canvas bags, 
each containing $5000, and four of these

Immediately after the death of Miss 
Jessie Hauskins at her father’s country 
place near Edwardsville, at ll a. m. 
Wednesday, friends and relatives were 
amazed to learn that since last Christ- 
mas eve she had been the wife of Wil- 


liam H. Stahlhut. Stahlhult is a mem- 
ber of one of the wealthiest families in 
Edwardsville. 

The bridegroom disclosed the secret. 
He had been almost constantly at Miss 
Hauskins’ bedside during her illness, As 
he left the death chamber, friends gath- 
ered around him to condole him upon the 
loss of his sweetheart.’ 

“She was more than that to me,” 
said; ‘she was my wife.’’ 

Girl Told Her Parents. 

The bride’s own parents had been told 
of the secret marriage by the girl a 
short time before she died. They were 
the only members of her family who 
knew of it. Stahlhut’s parents had not 
yet learned the secret at 1 p. m., when 
a Post-Dispatch correspondent notified 
them their daughter-in-law had died. 
‘Stahlhut told friends, who had asso- 
ciated with him intimately for months, 
but had never guessed the secret, that 
he and Miss Hauskins went to Vin- 
cennes, Ind., Christmas eve last, and 
were married. there-by-the Rev. Mr. 
Overbeck. He was not in business for 
himself, he said, and they decided to 
keep the marriage a secret until some 
time next year, when he could build a 
new home for his wife before claiming 
her. 

Stahlhut is 32 years old and is well 
liked in Jerseyville. His wife was 30. 
She was considered one of the town’s 
most talented young women. The two 
of them were active in church affairs 
and were frequently seen together. Al- 
though no engagethent had been an- 
nounced, one was generally understood, 

Marriage Was Expected, 

Miss Hauskins received attentions 
from no other man and Stahlhut was in 
the habit of calling at her country home 
twice or three times a week. The fam- 
ily of neither discouraged the affair, 
but looked forward to a marriage be- 
tween them sooner or later.

Physicifus Under Bond. 

The two physicians were held under 
bonds of $2000 each. Their trial was sci 
for Aug. 16. George T. Vance Jr., 18 
years old, and Herbert Kiger, also 18, 
high school pupils, were held as material 
witnesses, under bonds of $100 each. A 
girl chum of Miss Zook was one of the 
principal witnesses before the Con.ner’s 
jury. 

Vance, testifying at the inquest, gave 
the names of 10 boys, all of whose par- 
ents ure wealthy and iive in an exclu- 
sive residence district of the city, who, 
he said, frequently associated with Miss 
Zvu0k. Vance, Kiger and the otiier 10 
boys were all high school boys and were 
known as the “Armour Boulevard Frat 
bunch.” | 

A sister of the dead girls testified that 
these boys had called frequently on her 
sister, who, with another girl, had gone 
on motor trips with the boys at vari- 
ous times. 

Miss Zook’s girl chum, in her testi- 
mony, went thoroughly into the manner 
of friendship they had with the boys. 
She told of different times when she and 
Miss Zook had gone to the homes of the 
boys when the parents of the boys were 
away on summer vacations. 

The witness, who is 16 years old and 
seemed little more than a child, told 
her story calmly and without changing 
color. | 

Autos and Fraternities, 

Automobiles and fraternities played a 
large part in the tragedy, is the view of 
the case taken in a statement issued by 
7 ) a Cammack, Superintendent of 
Schools. .Cammack placed the blame for 
the conditions exposed by the Zook case 
largely upon the shoulders of parents. 

“Some parents,” he said, “have turned 
over to the schools the entire responsi- 
bility of looking after their children. 
Hereafter we are going to extend the 
practice of having meetings in which 
parents and school authorities shall dis- 
cuss the welfare of the pupils. 

“The sex hygiene question is involved. 
Scientific truths once learned, moral les- 
sons naturally will be derived.”’ 

Cammack said there was a rule 
against fraternities in the high schools 
and that any such organizations that 
existed must be conducted at the 
homes. 

He said there was ‘no rule that could 
prevent boys’ coming to school in auto- 
mobiles and leaving them standing be- 
fore the schools. This practice, he said, 
had a bad effect upon others not so 
fortunate and had resulted disastrously 
in many cases when the boys took girls 
out riding. 

Complaints to Board, 

Judge H. L. McCune, a member of the 
School Board, discussing the death of 
Miss Zook, said: 

‘From time to time we have received 
complaints that conditions at the West- 
port High School and other schools were 
such that mothers had refused to allow 
their daughters to attend. The only 
thing the Board of Education can do is 
to charge the parents with neglect 
Parents are prone to allow their chil- 
dren too much liberty. We cannot con- 
trol the actions of the students when 
they are off the school property. We 
cannot control their dress or prohibit 
them from keeping motor cars stand-

7000 WORKERS INVOLVED 


Vote Nearly Unanimous for 
Walkout of Six Local Unions 
in District. 


Special to the Post-Dispaticn. 
FLAT RIVER, Mo., Aug. 6.—Revised 


figures from the five locals of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners in St. Francois 
County, whieh voted yesterday on a 
proposition to call out all members em- 
ployed in the lead mines of this district, 


show thatthe vote virtually was unani- 
mous in favor of a strike. The Executive 
Committee is in session today and an 
early date will be set for the strike, 
probably a week from today. 

Four thousand men, virtually the en- 
tire membership of the local at Fiat 
River, Bonne Terre, Desloge, Elvins 
and Leadwood, voted in favor of the 
strike, with not more than 20 opposed. 
The local at Herculaneum, where the 
St. Joseph Lead Co. maintains its 
smelter, also voted to strike. 

About seven thousand men will be in- 
volved in the strike. There are approxi- 
mately 3000 men who are not organized 
but who will be unable to work when the 
union men go gut. 

Reports that the five large companies, 
of which the Guggenheim corporation, 
known as the Federal Lead Co., is the 
most powerful, have decided to close 
down the shafts indefinitely and allow 
them to fill with water, are discredited 
by business Men. | 

Officials have refused to comment on 
the situation until the strike actual- 
ly has been called. That the com- 
panies will attempt to operate all pum~{s 
and keep the shafts clear of water is 
not doubted. 

There has been no disorder of any 
Kind and the strike vote was taken 
quietly. 

The miners are demanding 30 gents 
a day increase in wages and recogni- 
tion of their unions, The average pay 
now is $2.25 a day.

Rescinded by Operators at 
Indignation Meeting. 


Paces Not Provided for Appli- 
' artis, According to Promises, 
Girls Assert. 

; ae 

The strike of telephone girls and fhain- 
tenance men of the Southwestern (Bell) 
company «Was practically renewed 
Wednesday, less than 24 hours after a 
settlement with the company was an- 
nounced. 

After an indignation meeting of the 
girls ‘and men in Tuscan Hall, Washing- 
ton and Leffingwell avenues, attended 
by about 300, it was stated that none of 
the girls would apply for reinstatement 
until the company make amends for the 
treatment of six of the first eight who 
made such application, after the settle- 
ment. 

The eight girls were delegated, after 
the settlement was made Tuesday, to 
test the company’s sincerity in its prom- 
ise to take most of the strikers back. 
They were sent, in pairs, to apply for 
jobs. ; 

Girls Angered by Treatment. 

The eight reported at a meeting Tues- 
day night on their experiences. Two 
said they had gone to the Lindell Ex- 
change, and had been put to work. Two 
went to the South Exchange, and were 
told they would have to see Mr. Down- 
ing of the main office. Four others wen 
to the main office, and two were told 
to report Wednesday, while two others, 
who were earning $30 a month each be- 
fore the strike, were told they would 
ha¥e to re-enter the company’s school of 
instruction at $5 a week. 

These reports rekindled the indigna- 
tion of the girls. who had been angry 
because the Executive Board of the 
workers’ union had settled 
the strike without a referendum to them. 

At Wednesday's meeting it was voted 
to choose a special committee of six, 
to call on the Executive Board, and to 
demand that the board inform the Hous: 
of Delegates Strike Investigating Com- 
mittee of the company’s action. The 
expectation was that the House com- 
mittee would call on the company for an 
explanation. 

Girls Hoot Organizer. 

James Noonan, organizer of the elec- 
trical workers, who had a prominent 
part in bringing about the strike, and 
who favored a settlement, was hooted 
when he addressed the meeting. On 
leaving the hall he seemed much per- 
turbed and said: 

“Some of them seem to think I 
But I shall stick 
a@round.”’ 

Edwin Wood, secretary of the Execu- 
tive Board, said the board took its vote 
on the question of settlement, while in 
conference with members of the House 
of Delegates Committee and with Mrs. 
Sarah S»vraggon, representing the girls. 

He sald Mrs. Spraggon, who claimed 
@ vote on the Executive Committee by 
virtue of her office, cast the only vote 
against settlement. Miss Nellie Quick 
later had difficulty in explaining to the 
girls that the agreement was not sub- 
ject to a ratifying vote by them. 

Even the maintenance men had ex- 
pected the privilege of voting on it. But 
the by-laws of the electrical workers 
provide that the executive board shall 
have power to settle strikes without a 
referendum. 

The agreement was that the company

SHIP OF ARCTIC 
RELIEF EAPEDITION 


Hunt for Lieut. Schroeder-Stranz 
and Companions Continues, 
No Trace Found. 


By Associated Press. 
CHRISTIANIA, Norway, Aug. 6.—A 
further mishap in connection with the 
ill-fated Schroeder-Stranz Arctic expedi- 
tlon was reported in a telegram today. 
The message told of the sinking of the 
relief ship Loevenskiold, which set out 
in search of Lieut. Schroeder-Stranz and 
his party, many of whom disappeared in 
Spitzgbergen and some of whom are 
known to have perished. 
The relief expedition, comamnded by 
Capt. Lerner, comprised five German 
explorers and a crew of eight sailors. 
They reached land safely and are con- 
tinuing their searcn in the ship’s small 
boats and on sle They have thus far 
found no traces ¥ the missing explorer 
or his companion 

Capt. Staxrud, the Norwegian leader 
of a second rele expedition, sent a 
wireless dispatch te\the Foreign Office 
also reporting he had found no trace 
of Schroeder-Stranz in Northeast Land. 
Lieut. Schroeder-Stranz, with three 
companions, left the other members of 
his party last year to make a practice 
trip on sledges across Northeast Land, 
and they have not been heard of since. 
The object of the expedition was to try 
to discover a northeast passage. None 
of the 11 Germans and five Norwegians 
composing the party had had any Arc- 
tic experience.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—Some of the 
National Association of Manufacturers 


‘letters identified by James A. Emery, 
chief counsel for the association, in the 
House hearing of the Mulhall charges.

Gompers at a banquet 
of the National Chamber of Commerce, 
said:

Personally, his presence made no 
trore difference to me that the presence 
of an Indian, a darkey or a monkey.”

“If you have any idea that Taft would 
have vetoed this bill (the bill exempt- 
ing certain people from the Sherman 
anti-trust law) on his own motion, get 
over it. 

“A list of public men who had ‘pie’ in 
this .$133,000,000 appropriation bill, in- 
cludes many promitent men in both 
Houses, and among 43 men who voted 
to override the President’s veto in the 
House was Minority Leader Mann, al 
though almost all of the ‘old guard’ 
voted the other way.

Innocent though she be, should Katie 
be permitted to go at large with the pos- 
sibility of communicating typhoid to 
any one with whom she comes in con- 
tact? And healthy, hearty, plucky little 
girl that she is otherwise, should she be 
isolated and incarcerated indefinitely? 
And, if so, where and whose is the au- 
thority and responsibility in the mat- 
ter? e 
Temporary and even permanent ty- 
phoid carriers are not rare in medical 
annals, I find. Not nearly s0 rare as 
the celebrity of the case of “Typhoid 
Mary”’ in New York would seem to in- 
fer. 

In Europe, I’r:i told, the great Dr. 
Koch established many isolation stations 
to meet this very contingency, but there 
is no such provision against the spread 
of typhoid here. 

Superintendent Is Puzzled. 

Dr. Wayne Smith, Superintendent of 
the City Hospital, where the locally 
celebrated case has been under observa- 
tion, is rather noncommittal and plainly 
nonplussed at the situation. 

“Katie Fischer will be discharged at 
once,” Dr. Smith told me. “We have 
obtained the Widal test, showing that 
she has been a victim of typhoid at 
some time in her life, but not showing 
her to be a positive at this time. Any 
typhoid patient is likely to be a carrier 
of the disease for months or years after 
the sufferer igs up and about, and unti 
every sign of fever, every disposition 
toward rising temperature, has disap- 
peared.” 

“Then all 
should be 
qteried. 

“Why, yes,” he admitted, rather re- 
luctantly, I thought. “‘But we can’t af- 
ford to do that here.”’ 

Dr. Martin C. Woodruff, chief vaccine | 
physician of the Health Department. 
who, with Dr. Downey L. Harris, chief 
city bacteriologist, made the micro- 
scopic tests in the Katie Fischer case 
and pronounced her positively a typhoid 
carrier, told me of other cases, one in 
particular, that of a man, an inmate of 
the United States Marine Hospital at 
San Francisco, who has been the inno- 
cent cause of perhaps 17 deaths from 
typhoid. He undoubtedly is a perma- 
nent carrier of the disease, but is to b2 
turned loose upon the community for 
lack of authority or means or sufficient 
reason for detaining him.

‘The subject has been seriously neg- 
jected in this country compared to the 
attention it has received in Europe,” 
said Dr. Woodruff in his office at the 
Municipal Building.

| N the sixteenth century the Ger- 


mans determined to get a standard 

of measure and a surveyor gave 

the following rule: “Stand at the 
door ot a church on Sunday and bid 
16 men to stop, tall and short ones, as 
they happen to pass out when service 
is finished; then make them put their 
left feet one behind the other, and the 
length thus obtained shall be the right 
and lawful rood to measure and survey 
the land with, and the one-sixteenth part 
of it shall be the right and lawful 
foot.”’ 

The yard is an English measure. In 
the twelfth century King Henry I de- 
creed that the yard should be the dis- 
stance from the tip of his nose to the 
end of his thumb. He had a metal ba- 
of the proper length made, of whicb 
coples were prepared, stamped and de- 
clared to be royal mea@ures. 

In the fifteenth century a bronze yard- 
stick was prepared and this was used 
in England until 1588. It measured 35.92! 
of our modern inches. It was called the 
‘“‘Winchester yard” and was a brass rod. 
which, in spite of being bent, broken 
and clumsily repaired, remained the 
standard until 1826, when “Bird’s yard” 
was adopted by act of Parliament. 

This was a standard based upon the 
seconds’ pendulum, made ‘by John Bird, 
in 1760. It measured 36.00002 of our 
inches. In 18% it was damaged by fir+ 
and then lost. No copies of it could 
be found. 

In 1855 a new standard was prepare. 
and defined by law, ag follows: “The 
straight line or distance between the 
centers of the transverse lines in tha 
two gold plugs in the bronze bar de- 
posited in the office of the Exchequer 
shall be the genuine standard yard at 
62° F.” Accurate copies of this were de- 
posited in several places, two being sent 
to the United States, where, in 1856, it 
was adopted as the standard.
